In the feadal times the whole reve- 
nue of the State, with the persons of 
its subjects, was sup to be the 
private property of the monarch, 
and as completely at his disposal aa 
the private income of an individual. 
This view of the Divine Right of 
Kings was in England replaced by 
the modern view, which has ulti- 
mately reached the length of regard- 
ing the monarch as the First Public 
Servant of the State, drawing a fixed 
salary (the Civil List), and, like 
other servanta, only to be maintained 
in hia post so long as he carns hin 
psy. This is not the view in Liberal 

æeland only, but it will be recol- 
lected that, after the disasters of the 
Seven Weeks’ War in buresucratic 
Aastra, the Emperor himself volun.

The evening schools are for the 
Most part acantily attended, Ein- 
ployment may be found for most 
beve or girls above twelve years 
of age, and the parents cannot

all question the public non-denomi- 
national instraction has,proved one 
of the greatest benefits ever con- 
ferred upon Holland.

The best towns owed their origin 
to the Church, and were, as Melrose 
and Kelso, the farm-towns of the 
wealthy monastery, where its ser- 
vants lived, and the markets where 
some of its produce was sold; or, 
es St. Andrews and Glasgow, were 
chiefly composed of the houses of 
the clergy and lay officials of the 
cathedral. Royal burghs were of 
more various origin; but they 
usually grew up in the shadow of 
the great castles, and were peopled 
by the feudal retainera of their 
owners. St. Andrews was thic 
largest town in the kingdom, and 
had a population of 15,000 souls ; 
Edinburgh, althoagh the capital, 
had little more than the half of this 
namber, and Glasgow had only 
some 1,500 inhabitants.? Berwick- 
on-Tweed was the chief port, and 
carried on a brisk Continental ex- 
port trade in cared fish, hides, and 
wool. The fish came chicfly from 
the busy fisher villages which 
dotted the east coast then as now, 
from Buchan-ness to St. Abb's 
Head; the hides and wool chictly 
from the monasteries. As there 
were no craftamen bat of the com. 
monest sort, and no akilled manu- 
facture, whatever was) require) 
beyond the necessaries of life had 
to be imported. The commen clothe, 
the ‘hodden gray,’ and piarlin' of 
lawr story and bony, and the or.

the kitchen, were of foreign pro- 
duction; as were also the church 
furniture and the implements of 
war.’ 

A glance at the Acts of Parlha- 
ment will show how poorghe 1uit i ⁊ä 
was, and how trifling its trade; for 
Parhament then concerned itecdf 
with the elighter matters of muni. 
cipal and bargh cconoms. Fish 
was the great article of commerve ; 
and the fisheries werv carefully pro- 
tected by law. Other trades were 
insiynificant, and worked only for 
home consumption. The scarcity of 
gold and silver ina sulject of lament 
throagh allthereiyns of the Stuarts; 
and the desire for bullion is no Jess 
apparent, Constant pressure was 
pe upon traders to bring home 
ullion ratber than forwiyn yroods 
for their produce, There is be 
sign of plenty and comfort, and 
growing wealth with its natural 
tendencies to ct pansiveness in new 
and more aduhitious forme; the 
chill and dismal quiet of a poverty- 
stmcken country which hue no 
resources or knows of none, and has 
a bard fivhe for very life, lie on all 
the paces of the Acta of Parinarment 
from James J. t.ll James V. The 
mest concluarve proof, however, of 
the exceeding scantiness of ge id 
aud ailver is that nearly all puy- 
mints, rent and wages, and much 
of the king's income, Were ap hind, 
not in oun.® 

If there was no comtucrvial 
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work, where the family sat in good 
weather and assembled on yreat oc- 
cashons, and which were reached by 
outside or fore stairs.” From these, 
tam, they hung on festire occa.

but the finer kinds of mument, 
andl all the laxures, ornaments, 
conmfortea, with not a few of the 
necessanes of hife, from the veivet 
wel satin and neh clotie of Bruges 
to the prots and pans of Yetha for 
the hatchen, were of forvign pro. 
dictions as were aleo the church 
furniture and the amplements of 
war?

men of honest and good heart, who 
were open to conviction, and by 
men who laid in wait for his woris. 
No rude faalt-finder. and anxious 
only w show men Christ's ample 
truth, he was instant in erason and 
out of ecasvoan with al] who visited 
him. So be continued for nearly a 
month. Then, when hia confeasion 
was widely known, and probably 
when his death wald be most canly 
com i! he was apprehended, 
tned, and condemned by twenty of 
the chief eccleaastica of the realin. 
Qarck on the heels of his sentence 
came his death, His deuom was 
pronoanced in the morning; at 
noon the youthfal confessor was led 
oat brtween ea strong guard to the 
place of barning in front of St. 
Salrator’s Colleye, and cre the sun 
went down, February 243, 1638, he 
had given his hfe for thas Trath 
which was dear to him above every- 
thing cler.® 

The white tower of St Revulas, 
bleache«! by the storms ofa thousand 
gears, which 18 eo conep.cacus an 
obywt tn St. Andrews as aren from 
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the sea, ia the sole relic of the first 
missionary who kindied the flame 
of the Christian life in that part of 
Scotland. Centuries after, when 
that life bad been long dead, it waa 
from the same epot that the first 
voice was heard calling on men to 
awake. And bere also it wan in 
the next generation that Knox, an 
if with the dying words of that 
voice in his cera, and with a far 
profoander comprehenswn of the 
lasnes in question than Hamilton 
could have, accepted hia commin. 
mon to take up his message and 
apply it with the aame fearlesancas 
to the altered conditions of tho 
time. And here again, nearly 300 
years later, dawned the ygemus of 
Chalmers, who, with aa prereing and 
wise a giance, and with a neher 
wisdom and eloquence than the Re. 
former, took up the same many-sided 
meesage, and applying it ina frigid, 
Iirregneous age, with unrivalled 
power, to the conditions of life 
aroand him, startled his countrymen 
oat of their lethans, and became 
the reviver of the relyioas hfe of 
Scotland in the nineteenth centary. 

The charactenatic inflaences of 
gach events as Hamilton's execution 
in the initial stageeof all yreat move. 
ments are general, and tell apon 
mnnety rather than upon indisiduala, 
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We only know, for instance, of one 
men who pablcly acknowledged 
himaelf Hamuiltan's cunrert, bat we 
hnow that he martyrdom was the 
bret of a erras of confceawns sad 
marty niomea The epirit af enquiry

the fact that none of the best known 
friends of the Reformation refer to 
either school or college as instru- 
ments in their rebgious enlighten- 


ment. 

But if there were no decided en- 
hghtening agencies at work 1n the 
nauon. neither was there any devout 
blindness to the real state of things 

in the Cherch. To this the eyes of 
the pation were not indeed opencd 
by the contrast of a nobler ideal of 
life being exhibited to them : it was 
amply imposmble for it to be bid. 
I am afraid the nineteenth centary, 
with ite higher moral standard and 
Living, will not credit what mast be 
said of the Charch of the aztcenth 
century; and may suspret that my 
etaments ere a cumb:nation of 
vwolent ezagyerations and wicked 
hea, and that there never existed, 
unlees in distempered imagmmatiena, 
such a race of ta of oar meet 
holy reigon. Bat the truth ts in- 
delbly written im the muniments 
of the Church bererif and tn the 
natwmal records, aad the bistoman’s 
chief dificalty u how to write at 
length of :t without mving offect.ce. 
If, however, we would be just to 
warde the Refurmers, and weuld 
truly estimate the character of te 
Reformeticn iw Scotland, we must in 
ample justicr,and at whatever passe, 
thorveghly compreterai this and ail 
the uther cansre which crrated and 
m eny wey afiected the change. 
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If, then, we look into the lives of 
the leading churchmen (and I wish 
no one to do so too minutely), we 
shall find that they all resemble 
one another in open, proud lewd- 
ness, and that there is not a single 
mame in that age which is free 
from the taint. The clergy were, 
in fact, the avowed leaders of pro- 
fiigacy,' and the abettors of it in 
those who could buy caaily-gotten 
disprnaations from the marriage 
vows of which they had grown 
weary. Some of them mado their 
diocese their harem ;? others, it is 
true, were more constant in their 
loves, and kept hoase with one 
mistrees; but bishops and abbots 
procunng letters of leyitumation for 
their numerous children, all bravely 
bearing their father’s name, ad- 
vanang them in the State and in 
the Church, and giving them away 
in marriage to the chief nobles, 
were commen occurrences. Concu- 
binage. in fact, was the general, long- 
eatablielecd,and well-known practice 
of charchmen of all grades in Scot- 
land, which wee not ercecded 7 
any country in Europe in ber adul- 
teres? Jt was ev, no dualt, in a 
greater or leas degree all over 
karope. The popolar literatare of 
Germany,‘ Italy.® and Scotland ia

Fur this preeminence in wicked- 
pees of the Cherch in Scotland 
many caaere might be mven. The 
remotences of the country from the 
sreat centres of Europren opinion 
and influence was one; bat de. 

¢ relatwa which the kings 
always held, becnaer of ther 
eztreme need, to the ecclesiastical 
dispitartes, was another and a more 
patent one. For many generatons 
po evils are cut of thie relation, 
and the brel..ge and abbots chosen 
from the m-nastence at home of 
alevad were n.atly men full of farth 
end geod works Bat by-and-by 
thae order chaz. wd, and theese mea 
ceweerd from the sacerdotal office. 
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Then the nobles interfered in the 
ecclestastical affairs of their own 
domains, and placed whomsocrer 
they chose in the minor sces; the 
cluef onca, as we have aren, being 
often a cause of bloody feud. Fur 
long it had been thus. For long 
the great churchmen had directed 
the affairs of State, headed factions 
in the field, and taken the most 
active part in all worldly concerns. 
Thas in tame they came to lose their 
sacred character in the eyes of the 
world, and their spirmtaal power 
over it, and were thought of, as 
they were moat often seen, amply 
as great nobles who might do as 
they Ithed. And thas two it was in

hoof chear ordination vows, that 
the pabhe cunecience loat all sense 
of feeling, and really ateolved them 
from ther sons | The land was fuil 
of adultery. Hence bishops and 
abbots who had taken the vow of 
orhbacy, openly broke it; hence 
the fret ladsce and fairest women 
in the realm, unconecwus of any.

‘rom baptism to burial, in life and 
in death, and after death, the heavy 
hand of the pricat was felt in various 
exactions, Bills of excommunica- 
Gon or curning, at one time the most 
terntic power of the Charch, and 
only reserved by her for an boar of 

ecial need, were freely sold, as 
Tetzel sold his pardons, to be ased 
by one man aguinst another. Their 
effectiveness having been duly 
trated, they were laughed at by tho 
viliagee gremaipe ; 2 but the Church, 
carnest in maintaining her bold on 
puree and person, made it plainly 
undermtond that a disregard of them 
was ‘sa damnable persuasion’? of 
heresy.

In most 
districta, however, highwaya do not 
exist even in theory ; and another 
traveller informs us that whenever

Probabl 
too they were startled by the rapi 
Increase of population in the terri- 
tones of Prusaa and her allies, 
whereas the slow advance or nearly 
total cesantion of an sucrease in 
France, aa proved by their own 
cenaua, pointed clearly at certain 
manial or moral causes of cde wene 
racy.

Bat is it the samo 
case with a ecparate comimittce in 
the federal coancil for forvign affairs 
ted to Bavaria, Saxony, and 
urtemberg’ If [ am not mis 
taken, this clause rather involves a 
beneficent guarantee, a new moral 
weight against any rash proclama- 
tion of war. Count Biamark, at all 
events, knows perfectly well what, 
in the interest of the commanity, 
has been ameeded. 

And 1s there not to be an exten- 
sion of the monarchical prnciple, 
after all’ The King of Heverin 
having handermely proposed the 
assumption of the Impenal crown 
by the King of Prussia, and all 
ether pnnces and = governments 
having jained Bim, there is to he 
the Emporor and a Grertian maim 
in official style, as gan: tioned by 
the very last decree of the North 
German Parliament Now, a grvat 
many Prusuans and educated men 
all over Germany ere nit exactly 
enamoars! of a title to which stick

The dream of 1848 has become a 
reality in 2870, by the combine!

Ages, nor that of Charles V., for 
the Imperial crown on the head «f 
the Hohenzollern signifies a stric! 
national policy and the consolidati«:. 
of a firm substantial German powce~ 
in the centreof Europe. The spirit of 
monarchy, as it till pervades public 
life in Prussia, will be necessarily 
infuecd into the entire body pob:- 
tic, ao that federal exemptions and 
privileges will never be able to 
raise obstructions, as in the days of 
the old Bund. The only protests 
against this ecttlement are uttend 

thoer, who either on principle 
dishke unity, or are the inveterate 
enemice of national honour. The 
conservatives, on the contrary, hop 
that the time is approaching, when 
the gaps in the constitation will be 
filicd up by @ national Senate, per- 
haps eventually by a House of 
Peers of the Realm in addition to a 
responsible ministry. To the anit: | 
Parhament of Germany will cer. 
tainly be opencd a leqialative ares 
of vast importance, in which th 
repreeentatives may cxeriise the 
talenta for the benefit of nation 
prareas, 

As for oar nighbours, they mos 
be assured on all arlea, that t! 
military character of the State must 
remain what it hasbren--essentia’ 1 
defenasve, though they will have t- 
deal in futare with a German Reales 
instead of a Confederacy.

The varying currents 

icy in Ireland daring the past 
of a century expoerd 
ble schemes which the 
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State had — the , 
University and the national system 
of education—to furious sssaalte 
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last July—tho vast questions which 
they raise for England—may once 
more Parliament short in its 
task of governing Ireland, and force 
it to drop the threads of Irish 
affairs; the public will tarn to 
other more immediate con- 
cerns; the busy politician and the 
adruit ccclcsiastic may be allowed 
to erttle this branch of the Irish 
question to their mutual satisfac 
tion. We shall swing round to the 
old system so invariably returned 
to since the days of Henry iI. 
Instead of forming a plan of our 
own adapted to the wants of the 
country, we back up the scheme of 
geome tnbe, or noble, or class, or 
hierarchy, as the case might be. 

Two circumstances would render 
this withdrawal of attention from 
Ireland most calamitous- the im. 
portance of the question to be dealt 
with, and the well-founded suspicion 
entertained as to the dispamtion of 
the Ministry in regard to it. Freeh 
from the work of inaugurating tho 
Blementary Palacation Act, England 
will not ander-ratimate the first 
consideration—the importance of 
public education; and no system 
of lar educatumn is complete 
anless the higher elucation is de 
veloped in harmony with it. 

To estimate fully the attitude of 
the Ministry on this questam we 
must recall brnefly the history of 

on in peygard to primary and 
Bniveruty education As regards 
primary education, the Government 
of 3838 gave Ireland a cyatem which 
bas worked adrural'y dunng the 
last forty yeare Yet this pemod 
embrace the most awful cries of 
Inch history.

They had not 
the prestige attaching to an ancient 
inststution; and, evoundly, they were 
dependent upon an external aatho- 
rity. The Crown appointed the 
profcsanrs asit supplied their annual 
salaries; it nominated the members 
of the senate, who made the minor 
appointments connected with the 
inststution. The University has boen 
able to do invaluable service in aup- 
plying academic training to classcs 
of the community hitherto neglected 
and in introducing many improve- 
mente into univenity education; 
but it could not be capected to 
cchpee Tnnity College, a great core 
poration enjoying independent reve 
nuce and pnvileyes, strong in the 
repute of ages and in the Fespat 
at the country, and thus its «xiat- 
eice, however important, could not 
nieve the old difhceulty that the 
bret rank an the aniveraty ayatom 
was clhucd against tho cr«d of the 
people. 

Tis aspect of the question had 
great weight naturaily with the

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Again, there are obvious signs in 
the best of photogra @CXe 
hibited that at Lord reader's 
station a haze or some other atmo- 
spheric canse had tended to mar 
distinctness of the corona; for 
the disc of the moon, especially on 
the ade where the corona was 
brightest, was illuminated with a 
light far too atrong to be otherwise 
explained (acsuming always that 
all the photographic operations had 
been satisfactonly performed).

This necessarily imperfect sketch 
may suffice, perhaps, to give 4 
glimpee of the framework and ad- 
ministrative machinery of the Go- 
vernment at Pching.

Cicrald de 
Windsor and Owen were now on 
the same side; but when Owen was 
alain in a wood during some foray, 
Gerald was belicved to have been 
hie death, for sake of the old feud 
and the outrage on Nesta. Thus 
ended Owen of Keredigion; but 
Griffith at last made submiussivn wo

The chicf personage among these 
Italian refugees, who were content 
for the truth’s ake to hve under 
the iron rule of Geneva, was (ia- 
leazzo Caracesolo, a noble Neano- 
htan, whoe father had marred. a 
niece of Pope Paal IV., and who 
had severed himaclf from all tice of 
blood and conarcction, had shan- 
doned his bome, his poaseamons and 
his country, t alyare Cath iiciem 
and be a disciple of Calsin at 
Geneva. If Calvinism had ad- 
mitted homage to saints, Caraces:i0 
would have been canonised, and 
what is more, would have deecrved 
it. Calvin had died atuut twelve 
yeare before Brano’s arnval, but 
the terror of his rule prevailed stil.

viniets dimgreeable and even dan. 
gems to hum. Heza, Calvin's faith. 
fal dieciple and ally, and who was 
to him what Melanctbon was to 
Luther, detested Hrun's Opinions ; 
and had not the latter left Creneva,

or, a man of great culture 

and noble character, welcomed him 
as an honoured guest.

It was one 
of those ideal homes in which every 
refinement of external circumstance 
is combined with every tendernces 
and grace of natural affection. 
Madame de Maavisncre’s youngest 
yirl was @ god-daughter of Mary 
Stuart's, and with this child, as 
fascinating and as attractive as her 
namesake, Bruno was delighted.

The yoang nobleman who hed 
invited Brano, and who is infamous 
for ever for the base treachery of 
his conduct towards him, was a 
vain, weak, malgnant man. He 

his betters, and slanshly fol- 
lowed the fashion and whims of 
the day. It was a distinction to be 
the patron aa well as papil of a man 
of genius, and therefore be soaght 
Bruno. No two men aoald have 
heen greater contraste in character. 
Brano's pasaionate impatient nature 
was ternfying to Mocenigo'sshallow 
deceitfal dieposition. By great 
reuasion Mocenizo had induced 
Sruno to live with him, bat except 
daring the boars of instraction they 
son ceased to met. Moreniyo 
honestly suppeard Bruno to be 
° 1’ endemiecih, © awe 
struck was he at his assertiona, and 
ao alarmed at bis jesta. Bruno 
attended the |i and acientific 
receptions which were beld in the 
evening in many of the Venetian 
and especially freeyaented 

the house of Andrea Morotns. 
Mocerign was devoured by the 
baeret jealousy. He found that his 
tronage was quite aecices to 
Srune, and morerorer, that Brano

w. lt oe evident that) Hrano 
Lothed bim. ‘JT enen found,’ says 
Brano, ‘that misfortunes were

This bitterness overflowed at last 
in accusations and recriminatiwons., 
All Brano’s words, hia witty sar. 
casms, his daring aallica, were 
watched and listencd to, and re 
peated, with every species of exague. 
ration and perversion, by Moceniyn 
to his confessor, The confeawr 
wrote to Rome. The answer was 
net tong delayed. Hrano was 
identified as the Dominican monk, 
avainst whom an accusation had 
been drawn up alout sixteen years 
before '! 

Meanwhile Bruno had foand his 
peston in Moceniyo's hone on. 
tenalie He at lact u.formed Mo 
cen wo that he must leave him and 
return te Franukfert, where he had 
eeme worke inthe prees, Mocen: 
wert at once, and denoanced bLue 
guest to the Inqaretion of Venice ' 
Bruno had arranied everyth. ng en 
ae to be able to leave Venice the next 
day, and Mocer:yo feared hie vie. 
tim owoald carape. He therefore 
made tp his mind to constitute 
himeelf his gueet’s gaoler till the 
Jnqu:tion tek that ofhce on it 
eelf.

(the eve of Bruno's departarr), 
while asleep in bie hed, Mares-y) 
knewhed at bie dar, Bruno re- 
Cut. ead his venee and hade bira 
etter He did or, accompanied by 
five genders, Hartholo his servas.t, 
an another man.

When the pneoner was accure, this 
maa, who thus outraged every 
law of boneur and boapitahty, re 
tarnrd to the philosopher's room, 
and taking poseramon of all his 
efiwta, his booke, bis MSS, and 
joners. ernt them inetantly to the 
rquimtin.

whatevcr in these beliefs seemed 
contrary to the dogmas enforced by 
the Charch. He acted on the same 
principle as Galileo did some years 
afterwards under similar circum- 
etances, Before we condemn cither 
of these men, ict us place varsely cs 
in their position and in that of 
many another martyr who, hke 
Cranmer, from @ temporary weak- 
news, afterwards glonously overs 
come, yielded for awhile to persecu- 
thon and tyranny. In Bruno's case 
there was adkicad oe traditwrnal feel. 
ing of loyalty to the wews of his 
youth. Three times had he erdea- 
voured to renew his connect:on with 
the Order which now diwowned 
him—in Milan, at Toulouse, and 
in Paris. 
What would have been the con- 
dect of the Venetian Inqaiation of 
Ieft to themerlves it is dithcult to 
con‘ectare, but the enquince male 
by Mocen:yo’s confessor broughe 
their frait. Bruno was a rencymie 
monk, the three early tnals were 
evoked to alentify him, and Rome 
claimed him. At first there was a 
heatation in Venice as to the pro- 
pnety of mung bm up. It was 
an unwiee preeeicnt thus to coun. 
cede to the yummdiction of Rome ! 

The latent antaguniem to Rome, 
tw be afterwards eo wrought open 
by Sarp, wae partaally rouecd ; 
bat Versce, not bring at the pre. 
ce mement ready for the etruyy:e, 
coredered 18 poutic to keep terme 
with the Pope by the aontce of une 
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r life. The Council resolved thas 
runo should be transferred to 
Rome. This was done, bat with 
what would now be called a recom. 
mendation to mercy; that is, Giur- 
dano Hruno was given up to his 
ecclesiastical superiors with tho 
order that every respect consistent 
with his safe keeying should be 
shown to so remarkable and icarned 
@ man. 

When Brano reached Rome he 
must bave felt that all was over. 
Work, study, composition, tuition, 
lectures, all were finished, Wath 
men (actively) he had nothing more 
to do; henceforth all that remained 
was passavely to endure the piti- 
leas patience of his judges. But by 
th:e tee hie mind wae roused from 
the demoraheation produced by 
alternate hoy and fear.

As regards crea- 
tions by writ of summons it clearly 
was not ao at all until the end of the 
sixteenth century; and as reyards 
creations 7 patent, it was sv only 
by reason of the terms of the patent, 
which waa by the grace and favour 
of the Crown. 

nnd the law was ull the same, 
that peerages might expreasiy 
granted for life. Thos in the 
standard work apon the subject, 
Croisee On Dheynatin, it is state! as 
clear, that ‘the King may create a 
man or woman noble for hfe but 
not for years”? Varioos ancient 
instances are given, and then 
some modern instances. There are 
several modern instances of digni- 
ties granted to a pereos for hfe with 
remainder over. These, be it ob. 
served, were instances of preraces 
by patent and instances of creatine 
for lite, altbough followed by re 
mainders over. No doult creations 
by patent were in modern tims 
usually hereditary. As sach cree- 
tione by patent were always a preat 
favour.and usualy it wasdeard that 
the pecrage should be hernl.tary, 
it was usualy maie eo, thoagh even 
then the patent preserihed the «sree 
of dearent. And if it aad notr : 
as to here, then the peerage wast +t 
Veredstary. Anin, some patente 
though for the reason already men.

Even as peerages 
by patent, therefore, they were not 

vaaarily hereditary, and were so 
only by the terms of tho patents 
and the grace and favour of the 
Crown. And peerages by wnt of 
summons were not eo antl after 
the lapse of ages they became so 
by a sort of preecnption. 

Now it is imposmble not to ace 
that there was great practical con- 
Tenience and advantage in this 
ayatem. It enabled the Crown to 
give the country the advantage of 
the services of men in the House of 
Lords who would not acecpt bered:- 

ma. Jt is obvivas thas 
to a man with a family, without 
large property, an hereditary pecr- 
ave would be a acnous bardia.

The pala 
dins of Charlemagne and King 
Arthur's kniyht., cepecully Ga 
wain, become yiants in some forms 
of tradition; and St. David is not 
the only saint to whom «# similar 
measure has been applied. It may 
be here remarked that the latest 
leyends make David the uncle of 
King Arthur; and the arms as.

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THE EMPEROR JULIAN. 


OME three-and.twenty years ago 
LY or thereaboatsa Herr David 
Friedrich Strauss (the well-known 
anthor of the L./«n Jesu) pub- 
hehed a Vurtrag on the character 
and motives of the Emperor Julian, 
aoder the title of * The Romantic:«t 
CReraantiacr) on the Throne of the 
Comars.” Although this casay 
ported to act beture iteclf nothing 
more than a porely historical 
object, it waa well andersteod that 
the author designed the application 
of his sketch not mw much for 
Juhan himeclf as for Froderick 
Willam IV. of Prussia, with whom 
at that time the thoughts of poi. 
tical speculators in Germany were 
much engaged, both as regarded the 
development of constitutional go- 
vernment in Prussua herself, and 
perhaps to a still yreater degree in 
connection with the ranous projects 
of Teatonic anity. The para‘lel 
which Strauss wished to sujrerst is 
traced and illustrated in an inter 
esting artiole contained in the 8%th 
volumo of the Plutarch Be we. 
The reviewer (as might be ex-

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velocities—that is, with velocities 
greater than the sun could impart 
to matter drawn by bim from an 
indefinitely great distance up to 
our earth's plece—then the obser- 
vations which have beea made 
upon the motions of meteors and 
falling stars ought to have revealed 
this excessive velocity. Here agam 
it happens that velocities far 
than cueld be explained by the 
sun's attractive energies? had been 
assigned by most carcfal observers 
to certain meteonc bodes; and it 
had been pointed ont (I think first 
by Maver) that these velocitics 
presented a difficulty very hard to 
interpret , nor, av farael am aware, 
had any eatisfactery explanation 
been afforded. Quite apart too 
from the perhaps quretwnable 
obecrrations of metcone vehwities, 
many oometa had been ved 
beyond all caval to travel on hyper.

It may be added that the re- 
searches of De la Rue, Stewart, 
and Loewy seem to prove that ‘ the 
facule of a spot have been upli 
from the very area occupied by the 
spot, and have fallen behind from 
being thrown up into @ remwon 
where the velocity of rotatwo is 
greater. This, of cvarse, would cor. 
respond with the results which the 
theory we are dealing with wuald 
suggest. And it may be noticed 
that regarding spots as phenomena 
of eruption—that is, beginning with 
eru we can find a reasun for 
their occurrence being associated, as 
De La Rae and his colleagues be- 
heve, with the relative proximity 
of the planets. For eruptoons and 
earthquakes on our own earth, 
stable as its substance undoabtrdly 
is by comparuun with the sun’a, have 
been observed to occur more fre- 
quently when the moon 1s in pen- 
gee; and again Herschel has ex- 
plained the preduminance of active 
voleanore and earthyuake renons 
along abore lines, as Sepending on 
the ecemingly insignificant changes 
of controlling pressure due to tdal 
action, How much more, there- 
fure, might we expect that the 
solar eqahbnam would be dis. 
turbed by actwao, when all 
that hee revealed res 
hum tends to abow that the mightores 
cunceivable forces are always cue- 
tendity beneath bis phitosphere, 
one o¢ other areding only (it may 
well be) the nunetest semstance 
from without to gain a temporary 
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mastery over ite rivals! And if, as 
recent checrvations tend to show, 
mightiest of the planets sympa- 
thises with solar action— if, when the 
sun is most distarbed, the belts of 
Jupiter are aleo subject (as of late 
in 8860) to strange 
of change, how readily do we find 
an explenation of what otherwiue 
would seem: so mysterious, when 
we remember that as Jupiter dis- 
tarbs the mighty mass the sun, 
a the sun would reciprocally dis- 
tarb the mess of the largret of his 
attendant orbs. 
In conclasion let me remark that 
I by no means urge the somewhat 
startling theory here put forward 
as definitely to be adopted. § It

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It is hardly necessary to mention 
the crowning instance of Gam- 
betta’s presumption in the famous 
decree of the Bordeaux Depatation, 
excluding the Imperial candidates 
from election as Deputies. It was 
this measure which caused to barst 
out the long-concealed jealoasy 
between the Guvernments of Pans 
and Bordeaut. The answor of tho 
Parisian Ministers, already quoted. 
might almost serve as articles of 
impeachment ageinst the authors 
of the ubnox ions decree. The rup- 
tare which had long cxisted in the 
Ministry of September 4 was at 
last exposed pablicly to view. Tho 
resignation of (iambetta and (‘re. 
micax almoat completed the diaw- 
lution of a Minwtry already weak- 
encd by the withdrawal of, Roche 
fort. 

It remains only to say a won 
or two on the bnyhter ade of 
the ovadact of the Government of 
National Defence.

There 
were threo different modes in 
which this epoch may be sid to 
bave ved the French nation. 
In the first place the phynical de. 

eracy indirectly canscd was 
reat and lasting. thoagh the degree 
of it can ecarerly be accurately 
measured.

leynnning to end.’ On the contrary, 
I have no objection to James's 
agtewing to reprees piracy or & en- 
conrage trade; but I have a very 
deaded objection to hie making the 
aiministration of the laws of bing. 
land @ matter of agreement with a 
foreign soverrign and a forego am- 
haseador.

A large (ioverament expenditare 
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in the colony of capital drawn from 
abroad, the plentiful and cheap con- 
vict laboar, and the absence of all 
external competition, favoured the 
landed proprietors, who rapidly 
waxed rich and powerfal. 

But all thie was the resalt of 
political, and therefore temporary, 
arrangements; it was eserntiall 
artificial, and at the first breath of 
change it crumbled away. 

Two great events for Tasmania 
occurred at nearly the same time 
—the cessation of transportation, 
and with it of Government expen- 
ditare; and the discovery of gold 
in Victoria. 

The first was not felt at the mo. 
ment, for the additional market 
opened an Victoria far more thaa 
coanterbalanced the boas of Govern. 
ment expenditaere. For a hittle 
while Tasmania made great profita, 
and a splendid fature memed open. 
ing before ber; bat this prospenty 
was illusory and shortlived. 

Victona soon began to supply 
her own wants; and as she counkd 
do this, with ber great nataral 
resources, much more adrantage- 
ously than Tasmania could, the 
Tasinanians’ market was rapidly 
parrowed.

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EDUCATION IN THE NAVY. 


INCE the year 1857, in which 
the Council of Military Edo- 
cation wasn appanted, ther has 
been a continual development of the 
educational ay stem for officer of the 
Enylish Army. Military education 
has been carcfully watched over, both 
by the country and aleo by supenor 
officers of the Army, from that date ; 
and, in the very lucid, liberal, and 
ractical ‘First Report’ of the 
yal Commission appointed to 
coquire into the state of that eda- 
cateon, pablished in 1869, we have 
a solemn approval of the aums and 
endeavours of the last twelve stan 
for tho caltare of military officer. 
We may surely ask then, what has 
the country required in naval 
officers, and what machinery have 
the officers of the Navy demandcad,

to apend his earnings, on a Satur. 
day night, inthe pubhe hous. The 
hirings, we muet observe, are made 
at one period of the year, over the 
whole country ; and thus whea toe 
hind wishis to leave ore place, he 
unvally finds littl cnffieulty in pet. 
ting a fresh cngagement, at beast if 
he be a good workman, and of gud 
character. 

Mr. Henley, who had carefully 
obecrved the work. of thie BYS- 
tem in North Northumberland, 
said in his Report apon that coan.

Bat the very success of feudahem, 
the very power of concentrative 
forco that gave it at once its mili- 
tary supremacy and its clans 
character, the very qaahties that 
enabled it to tnamph over all cppo- 
sitien, formed the elements of its 
greatest danger.

In France the most extreme forme 
of teadal tenure were retained in all 
their coarse inteynty.

The Republicanism = existing 
among the general body of tho 
working classes—and it is only that 
we have had in view in all we havo 
been saying—is nef of a revolu- 
tionary character in the warlike 
sense of the term. It is not of an 
altra order even politically. Indeed 
Republicanism is scarcely the pro- 
per name for it. Utilitarianism 
would be more accurately expres- 
nive of ite meaning. The best in- 
formed among the working class 
Republicans, those best qualified 
to form s judgment, and whose 
opinion and cxample will have the 
greatest weight in influencing the 
action of their fellows, are not in- 
clined to cavil about aword. They 
know that in many respects oar 
constitution is as bencficial to the 
country as any Republic could be, 
and they would not care what the 
government was called provided it 
was purged of the (costly) fictional 
and hereditary elements. That, 
however, if by any exertion or 
pressure upon their part the thing 
can be cficcted, those elements shall 
be cradicated, they are firmly re- 
solved. Until they see some fair 
prospect of their removal they will 

thoroughly dissatiatied, and their 
discontent will be increased, and 
their Repablicanism made lew and 
leas modemste in tone, by delay. Be- 
fore the dowry amtation many of 
those who are now labounng to 
establish Repablican organiutions 
among their fellow-workmen took 
no mal intervst in politica, 
whilo tho few who were actively 
political had no notion of being any- 
thing stronger than Radicals. The 
conduct of Ministers and the press 
over tho Princess Louixe dowry 
brought a wide-spread Republican. 
iam to life as if by mayic; and should 
monarchical Ministers insist upon 

uartering tho semi-royal caste upon 
the ablic purse to the bitter ond. it 
would be [ard to say to what it 
might not lead.

In short, English Repebli- 
caniam, while having its gond 
points, bas alen its blots, of which 
these are the chief. But they are 
only its blots: they do not, as many 
prople supposes, constitute the thing 
elf. Among the working classes 
Republicanism has sa ed Radi- 
calem. Those who form the belk 
of the Republicans do not 
impoautnhties from a Repebbe, 
and are nut eo foolish as to bold 
levelling doctmnes, while the better 
educated among them, even whee

of the times, wil] understand that 
it is a thing that it will be danger- 
ous to treat with cither real or 
affected contempt. In so far as 
Republicanism means U tilitarianiam 
in Government, the spirit of the 
age in this country tends towards 
it, In time it must become the 
predominating opinion practically, 
even if not nominally. Any danger 
to the State that there may be in it 
would lie in its being goaded into 
prematore attempts to assert its 
sapremacy. It haa great thinkers 
in ita ranks, and hosts willing to 
verve ite principles cdisintercstedly ; 
bat as yet it has not statesmen 
capable of carrying on the practical 
work of Government, and until it 
has them it would be a disaster 
for it aa well as for the nation at 
large if by any coup or finke it wna 
ablo to seize the reins of power. 
Acting statesmen are bound in the 
interests of all concerned to reat 
the too rapid advance of Repubti- 
caniem, but they are equally bound 
not to oppose it in a manner that 
is calculated to urge it to extreme 
courses. The rate and manner of 
ite progress is in a great measure 
in their bands. The Repabl.ca:s 
do not expect any great or sudden 
concessions, They have no notion 
of anything in the shape of de- 
thronement. They do not aim at 
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taking away or reducing the present 
payment to royalty. What they 
seek—looking at matters pract.. 
cally, ard having reyant to the 
apirit of COM protuise that ao lar,:.'y 
enters into bnyheh puiitices- 10 to 
prevent the cost of monarcl.y bing 
wereued; to keep it stractiy wth. 
in its openly an direet'y mV | 
limits; and gererally to pave the 
way toanch a state of affairs anid 
opinion that when another than the 
now resyning Sovereign came to be 
dealt with, a matenally di:ffen ot 
armongement—prubiy an ames! 'y 
settled abdication— could be cflict- 
ed. If they find themerlves making 
reasonable advances in this din<- 
tion, all will be will.

Hat even 
this hasan mnahty amounted to 1o0- 
thing more than the aeyuireme nt 
ef aaape cScial b:stomecal knowles 
ef artan facta connected with tis 
one atyle, combined with a free aw 
of what may be termed * Gothic 
marge. and cur popular writu. se 
am tle atihrent, in the abage of * na 
nus's and *hand-books, are nearly 
ai the werk of armateurs—chietly 
ch meal divetfrats -—-wha eonfi and 
Awhachay with Ar hitectare. 

Gn one post, however, all per 


sons will probably concur with 
us, namely, that something called 
‘architecture’ has involved, and 
will probably continue to involve, 
the expenditure of no inconaider- 
able proportion of the public and 
private revenues of this coantry; 
and on this groand alone it is surely 
desirable that both public bodes 
and private individaals should have 
nome distinct ideas on the matter. 
But there is a higher reason than 
this for inviting a hittle attention 
to the sulyect. 

Architecture differs from other 
arte in this, that ite productions 
are not, except in a leval acnse, 
private prvuperty. A bad volume 
of poetry soon dics a natural 
death; a bed picture may be 
laid out of eight, or at most 
is not neceswanly obtruded upon 
others than the owner. Bat a large 
building is no such innocuous cree 
tion. It can nether be lad ap 
in a garrett, nur even ‘reviewed’ 
out of existence. Once built, there 
it stands, an accomplhiahed ard stab- 
born fact; cutting off from as @ 
certain propertien of hh." and air 
and blue nas, for whi, as Mr.

persons called architccta, but in a 
very great measure on the amount 
of fecling for and knowledge of the 
subject, and the degree of impor. 
tance attached to it, by those who 
employ (or who do not empioy ) the 
aid of the professional denrxiener. ln 
architecture, as in most other mat. 
ters, the law of supply and demand 
operates largely ; and eo long as the 
art of architecture, in tho rval sense 
of the word, is a subject entirely 
ignored even in the most liberal of 
our cducational programmes, and 
either slighted or misunderstuod by 
the public and the press generally, 
eo long is there little probability 
that what is so lightly valued should 
be forthcoming, or that any of the 
best heads among us will give their 
thoughts to a profession so httle 
hhely to afford them any worthy 
occupation OF Freeoynition, 

What, then, 1s Architecture ? 
At tho commencement of this 
century, the answer would have 
been that the art of architecture 
lay in the employment of certain 
patterns of columns and capitals, 
each with ite appropriate base and 
superatructure, known as the ‘ five 
Opler,” the preeise proportions of 
which in all their parte were inda- 
bvably fixed by able theonsts 
as well as by measurement from 
(Ginwk and Roman examples, and 
were as the law of the Medes and 
Peruana, which altereth not. The 
appheation of these features to the 
extenor of a building, without ne 
ference to its internal arranws ment 
vr objects, constituted it a work of 
architecture : ‘ very fine fora Ginek 
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god,’ as the late Lord Dudley (he 
of the Quarteri,) said on seeing the 
drawings for hie new house, ‘bat 
e modern genticman must have of.

Architecture is simply the art 
of building with constructive and 
decorative cxprasion. It consists 
mainly in so arranging and yroup- 
ing the principal portions of a 
structure as to form an agreeable 
and well-balanced outhne or come 
position of a detimte and cons 
tent character; in eo emphauzing 
and marking the main construc. 
tive portions of the building as 
to incre its apparent atabiity to 
the eye, and to render its etternal 
aspect expreave of ite internal 
purse, arrangement, and con. 
atruction, instead of be ing Q& tne cod 
dull and life less serven or protection 
from the weather ; and lansly 
(though thie is the loast important 
branch of the art), in applying

On the important effect 
of the mechanical structure of tho 


baikding @ ita stylo of design, 
wo 8 vo occasion to touch 
farther on; but oven the aboro 
brief summary of some of tho rela- 
tions between practical require 
ments and architectural design may 
serve to indicate how absurd it is 
for any one to sct about building, 
as many do, with the intent to 
imitate somo previous architectaral 
model and adapt their practical 
requirements thereto; thus exactly 
reveraing the common senso and 
logical method of procedure, besides 
incarring risk of other inconsis- 
tencice, both practical and wathetic, 
which wo shall have to allude 
to. Our third step in design, 
decorative detail, is the only one 
which can bo called arbitrary in its 
application. We may almost en- 
tirely dispense with it, and still have 
& very fine and expressive building, 
asin some of the finest carly Guthic 
work of France and Enyland,! or 
wo may carry it to the highest 
degree of claboration, provided that 
we do not obscarv or weaken the 
constractivo design ; provided also 
(which is a vory important prin- 
ciple) that the ornament is contined 
to tho decuration of featurvs which 
already form a portion of the main 
design, and play an obvions part in 
the building. Arvbitectural truth 
of design is Violated whenever a 
feature is introdoced purcly as an 
ornament; it then becomes an ex. 
ervacence. This principle, to which 
we shall again refer, has received 
practical illustration in all the most 
admirable monuments of architec. 
tural style which remain to us. 
This restriction, however, does not 
apply to sculpture of a bigh class 
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and possessing artistic interest of 
its own; such work pases out of 
the domain of architctuaral orna- 
ment, and is to be vriewr as a 
separate art in itee!{; and the reong- 
Nition of this distinction between 
aculpture and mere ornasent lrads 
na naturally to the tet important 
and interesting & naideration with 
reforence to the theory of arvhi:ter. 
tural dwiyn, but the mest dithcult 
to render intelligible to these who 
have not apecially stadied the sub.

sion of definite facts or ideas. As 
an art it is removed farther back, 
so to speak, from the plane of intel- 
lectaal vision; its references to 
Nature are metaphysical and ab- 
stract rather than physical and con- 
crete; and it secks not, like paint- 
ing, the distinctions and differentia 
of natural objects, bat their affinitics 
and points of resemblance, whereon 
to found its own general principles. 
In varicty, vividness, and intensity 
of expression and of human interest, 
architecture can never compete with 
eculptare and painting; but its 
lack of definite expresuon in com. 
pensated for by a proportionate do- 
of breadth and universality. 
all true and consistent archi- 
tectural vies whatever their di- 
versities of construction and as 
the same fandamental laws will be 
found illustrated, and the same 


adoption of the principles rather 
than the forms of Natare; the re- 
semblance to Nature ing most 


parely metaphysical when we con- 


template a stylo or a tative 
builling as a whole, and appruech- 
ing more nearly towards pbynical 
imitation in proportion as we direct 
our attention to details. This will 
perhaps be rendered more cicar 

a briey reference to the “tee 
istics of the two most perfect and 
consistent atyles of which we have 
any record: the Done Gireck and 
the Early English Gothic. 

Looking at any of the typical 
structures of theec two styles, wo 
recognise in them certain broad 
characteristics whoch are common to 
every peedsction which can claim 
the title of architectare, Such are 
symmetey oe balance of parts, and 
rhythes of reyular recurrence of fra- 
taree and divisions of ejnal propor. 
tions; propertse whih, however 
etemplhied, we hnow and feel to be 
by a Le ef car nature pleasing to 
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ua, though we cannot define or com- 
prehend the origin and rutenale of 
such pleasure. Soalso the nevrasity, 
instinctively felt and univermily 
responded to in architecture, for a 
solid basis to the superstructar:, 
and a crowning member to complete 
the composition, is one of those 
seated principles which under- 

lic not only architectare, but music! 
and also; and is laacd on 
consi tions common to all theac 
arts. When wo look more into de. 
tail, we become cognisant of th 
special qualities which distinguish 
good architecture from bad, and 
afferd more definite and marked 
examples of the imitation of natural 
principles. Take, for instance, the 
most perfect and consistent arch- 
tectural feature, probably, that has 
ever bren invented—the Done co. 
lamn. This is a feature intended 
for the support of a mapenicum. 
bent weight acting vertically umn 
it, A plaincylindncal post, with a 
square block or abacus at the top 
to distmbate the preasure a lit: .

seo that the same general treatment 
ia followed in Nature. In the case 
of a man’s hand and arm resisting 
& pressure vertical to it, we find the 
same characteristics — the slight 
curve or swell in the outline, the 
tapering and binding er of 
the muscles at the wrist (the ‘ neck- 
ing’ being emphatically the wriet of 
the colamn), the subsequent expan- 
sion beyond this point into the flat 
surface of the hand prepared to 
meet the opposing —æ— all 
the counterparts of the columnar 
design ; which, while avoiding the 
slightest hint of imitation of form, 
reproduces moat faithfully the prin- 
ciple of the natural feature. We do 
not assert that the designer of the 
Doric colamn had such imitation ab- 
solutely in view ; whether he had or 
not is nothing to the purpose ; the 
fact remains that, in working out 
the most successful of all architec- 
tara] features, ho followed, whether 
consciously or unconsciously, the 
same principles as are exhibited 
in nature, while strictly preserving 
the rigidity and symmetry of form 
esecntial to the durability and sta- 
bility of expression required by 
architecture. As we deecend to 
minuter and more strictly orna- 
mental details, we find that wo may 
safely approach a grado nearer to 
natural form without losing archi- 
tectural expression. Thus the well- 
known Greek ‘honeysuckle’ orna- 
ment, as it is called, approaches in 
form very nearly to something lke 
a real product of veyetation. — It ia, 
nevertheless, no imitation of any 
flower; but it is an imitation of 
that principle of growth from a 

stem which is common to 
nearly all flowers, treated with that 
stiffnces of line and alwclute sym- 
metry of purta which are required 
to bring it into harinony with an 
architectural desiyn. If wo turn 
from the Parthenon to a Gothic 
cathedral, we find a similar imita- 
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tion of nataral principles, thoagh 
in a somewhat different dine. 
tion. The Creek architect rey. 
nised eoyht in bus design, and 
even emphasized it, The medurval 
architect, poling ap baikdings of far 
greater real maasiveness, would fain 
eliminate altogether the appearance 
of weight, without concealing atrac- 
tare: and so there arose in tire, 
and after maltiphed experimen'«, 
those structures which are the 
admiration eren of thow who de 
not appreciate the constractive an: 
artistic problems grappled with, 
where tho weight and mass of the 
supporting piers is made to put on 
@ face of a and hishtnese, 
from which the vaalted ceiling ap- 
pears to spring in @ nataral anil 
inevitable outgrowth. And how is 
this lightness mainly achieved ? In 
reply we have bat to observe that 
in nature it is only sterna which 
havo little or no weight to support 
that can arise straight, alender, and 
upnght for their fall heyht. The 
conditions are the same, the order 
only of our reasoning 1¢ reverest :

Tho Uothic vaalting-rib is perhaps 
one of tho most remarkably suc- 
cessful instances of architectural 
cxpreasion, since it increases both 
the apparent strength and lightness 
of the stone coiling; for, could we 
paro off the mouldings which furm 
_ the vaulting-rib, and leave only tho 
bare line formed by the intersection 
of the different planes of the vault- 
ing, the latter would positively 
appear heavier through this actual 
lussof material, because the attention 
would then be directed only to the 
broad masses of the masonry, instead 
of being concentrated on the compa- 
ratively narrow lines of the moulded 
rib. The imitation of pnneciple 
rather than form is again to bo 
seen in the ornamental dotaal of 
Guthic as of Greek architecture ; 
with the difference that the former 
atyle comes altogether somewhat 
nearer to nature than tho latter; os 
nearer appruach bring maie two 
nataral forms in some of the larger 
features of Gothic architectare than 
was permittsd in any but the 
stinaller decorative di tale of Greek ; 
and thus wo find carly Crotine 
ornament appruaching eu near to 
natural form as to throw aside sym. 
metry, and exhilit, in the carving 
of capitale, dc. much of the free 
dom and irreyulanty of nature 

Bat even here the instinct of the 
carly Mediaeval architecte he pe 
them char of mere imitation of 
form, asad the car.y Gothic carving 
(the superior baaty of which 16 
new aniversally ree wr eed) has ite 
own forue and ite own conventional 
et "ines of tratiant paris arcii- 
te tural, it stntates the prncipie of 
irre carts of growth, but not the 
growth iteif [et was otly in the 
ro oh and fae natirs decade are of 


the etylo that the architcctaral 
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carver forgot hie true offices, and 
attempted a literal translation into 
stone of the delicate ornsp forms of 
natural vegetation, as in the latter 
Gothio capitala, when the foliated 
ornament no longer as part 
of the architectonic growth of the 
structure, but as a mere application 
of imitative carving, in a matenal 
too cuares and granular to give any 
but an imperfect ing of the 
fibrous delicacy of nature; the 
effort resulting in ware de furce 
of execution beantiful in their way, 
bat which have lost all that meta- 
physical beauty and fitncas of ex- 
pression which rendered the earler 
Gothic ornament so satufactory to 
the judgment. 

Wo alluded just now to the effect 
of mechanical structare on atyle 
and expression in architectural de- 
sin. Withoat troubling oor read. 
ers with questions of practical 
conatraction, a word mast be said in 
iliustration of the general relation 
of the principles of cunstractn to 
those of dewywn ; the latter being, in 
ali true atylca, the outward expree- 
aon of the former. We may still 
go for oar illastration w the two 
styles already alluded to; for (irech 
and Gothic architecture repreernt 
rrapectatcly, in the purvet and mst 
nomed form, the two mam div.

arch. Bata still moro important 
distinction, in ite influence on archi- 
tectural desiyn, is that between tho 
manner and direction in which tho 
weight of the superstractaro oper- 
ates on the supports. A moment's 
reflection will render it evident that 
in a building of tho beam or lintel 
construction, tho whole of the 
weight of the superstractare oper- 
ates by a directly vertical pressure 
on tho walls or colamanaand that the 
latter are mechanically independent 
ofeach other; we might remove all 
the building except two columns 
and the lintel acruss them, and the 
—88 of the portion left would 
reniain theoretically analtered. An 
arched baildipg is in a totally dif. 
ferent case “Yt stands entirely by 
the balancing of one pressure 
against another. Each arch exer- 
cies w@ lateral preasure against its 
abat menta, tending to thrust them 
outwards; @ pressure which must 
be counteracted either by a iaa«avo 
abatment or by a counter thrust 
frum an adjoining arch. Thue, in 
the long arcades of our cathedrals,

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the arches are all balanced against 
each other; and were the end ‘bay’ 
removed, there is nothing but the 
adhesion of the mortar to 6 
ali the rest following suit. Now, 
look at the effect of thceee construc- 
tional princi on architectural 
design. In Doric Temple, the 
perfection of the trabrated style, 
every feature is expressre of verti- 
cal pressure; tho vy horizontal 
lines of the lintel or ‘ entab‘atare’ 
have no lateral sway or tendency ; 
the colamn is, as we have pointed 
out, the perfect expreeuon of m-s:st- 
ance to weight acting in the lize 
of its axis. When the Romans, 
who were great enginesrs bat bad 
artista, came to deal with arch:tece- 
tectare, they introduced the arch in 
their constractions, bit with no 
corresponding change in the prio- 
ciplo of external design. They could 
ouly borrow the featares of Greek 
architecture; they appied (or mus 
applicd) the colamn and cay ital to 
the exterior of their baildingge, 
either as a mere dec ration inde 
pendent of the const raction, or 
they used it to ti:chen and 
strengthen the wall at the points 
wherv the thrust of the raalt im. 
pinged, thas using, for mestance 
to lateral th.ruet, a feature whoee 
every line ted only of res.stance to 
vertical presare, Asal sg as there 
was such a contrad:°:>0 betwees 
internal stro-ture and external de.

: Let the most unarchitec- 
ta tor once look at the 
feature in this light and he must 
see its absurdity. Observe, the mass 
of material forming the colamn 
may be a necessary adiition to give 
greater stability to the picr, but it 
has been added in the wrong form 
and with the wrong expressiun; it 
should have taken the form of a 
buttress, or shoulder, Icaning to- 
wards the pier and adding to its 
apparent stability, not that of a 
ponderous vertical pillar sustaining 
next to nothing. This is only one 
out of many instances of the total 
and absurd iynorance of architec- 
tural design displayed in some of 
the largest and most expensive cn- 
wineering works which are bang 
carned out in this country, and 
which will remain as phenomena 
for the criticism of a better educated 
generation, 

While, however, architectural 
design is governcd, as we have at- 
tempted to show, by certain broad 
and universally applicable principles, 
there ace other intluences, the nature 
of which is concisely indicated in oat 
quotation from the great Froach 
h.terary architect of the present day. 
Uolike the purely ornamental art«, 
architectare ia based in the tint 
instance on the practical require. 
ments of every-day life; aninke 
them, too, ite productions are ex. 
posed to all the vicisertudes of sea. 
eonsand weather. Hence its local 
characteristics will ho inflaenced 
both by the social and political

Of the two modern Eng- 
lish revivals, the Greek one was 
absolutely without excuse; it was 
the transplanting here of a style 
suited, practically and artistically, 
only to a bright, sunny climate and 
to special materials," and totally 
opposed to all the habits and re- 
quirements of English life. The 
tothic revival in England haa, liko 
the Italian Renaisaance, the merit of 
being a resascitation of a style indi- 
genous to the climate, and precisely 
suited to the materials which we 
have at hand; but here tho suitabi- 
lity, for the present day, pretty 
nearly ends. While our climate is 
almost unchanged, manners and 
habits both of thought and life have 
been nearly revolutionised among 
un; and the mediwval st yle—the off- 
epring of a furore of religious asce- 
ticiam no longer existent in the 
nation at large, and showing, more- 
over, 10 its grotesque adjuncts, and 
in what Raskin has happily termed 
its partially ‘wolfish’ expression, the 
impress of a rude though powerful 
age —is norepre«entative of themore 
civilised manners and broader cul- 
tare of the present day. Apart 
from climatic considerations, the 
Italian Renaissance style reflects 
more truthfully the modern feeling 
and tone of Enylish rociety. It is 
to an intuitive perception of this 
that we must attribute the pheno 
menon, which has much puzried 
sondry indignant Goths, of the ge- 
neral sympathy of the liberal or 
‘ ‘ss’ party in politics with 
what is called ‘classic’ archi’ectare. 
The conservative and ecclesiastical 
party, on the other hand, are nearly 
all ranged, by a similar instinct, on 
the side of mediwvahsm. It is well

Wedescended by ‘the Fox's Path,’ 
very atecp, the shingle slipping an | 
rattling down at every step, and an 
alpenstock highly desirable, ard 
saw the place, at foot of a high 
nek, where my guide about 211 
weeks ago found a gentlemaa lying 
with bis leg broken.

I propose (says Archdeacon (ie- 
rald) to give some account of this 
my native country, and the genius 
of its people, so distinct from that 
of other nations. Cambria, mo- 
dernly but corruptly called Wales, 
about two handred miles long by 
one hundred broad, is @ country 
most fortitied with high mountains, 
dcep valleys, immense woods, waters 
and marshes; so that neither the 
English, nor after them the Nor. 
mans, have been able fully to aub- 
due the remnant of the Britons who 
retired into this region. 

The people of this land are light 
and agile, hardy rather than robust, 
much given to war. They are 
lightly armed, each having a small 
conlet, a bundle of arrows , with 
bow 7), and a long lance—ranly a 
helmet, shield, or ley-armour, ‘The 
men of rank gu on swift borses, bat 
often leap off to fight on foot, They 
are all very swift, active and termbie 
in the first attack, but af repuised, 
easily fall into duamay and conta. 
mou; neither can they endure ae 
long and close conthet. Yet next 
day after a shameful thiohe they 
forzet both their losses and Coe dis. 
grace, and are ready to tight acuin. 

They are not costly in drss or 
fund, and think ditt.e to gro fastiry 
alday.

They are not worn by taxes and 
bardens, nor molested by their 
lorda. 

They are light in mind, incon- 
stant, and aot tw be trusted. Oaths 
never lind them; they have no re. 
verence for faith or truth. They 
are always ready, for yain or conve 
nience’ sake, to perjore themeelres. 
They are given to rob, steal, and 
plunder, not only from foreigners 
and fora, bat from cach other. 

Above all people they de-iro the 
occupation of land, and are con- 
tinually dispating as to myehte and 
boundarics, Hence laweuits and 
contentions; bence murder and in- 
ecndanam: bence frejoent fratri-

At the Castle of Aberteivy (Car. 
digan) the party were decently 
entertained (‘decenter exhibiti') 
by Pnace Rhys, Justiciary of South 
Wales. The crusade sermons were 
preached in the open air; and here 
(at Cardigan) on the Pembroke. 
shire side of the Teivy, not far from 
the bridge, the people of those parts 
being assembled, and Rhys with 
his two sons present, ‘the word of 
the Lord was persunsively preached 
both by the Archbishop (in Latin *) 
and the Archdeacon (in Welsh 7), 
and we allured (‘alleximus’) many 
to follow the cross.”

William, 
hearing of this, recrossed the 
Channel, collected a large force, be- 
sieged and retook the castles, and 
beheaded all the Welsh whom he 
made prisoners. Further, he in- 
vaded Llywelyn’s territory and 
ravaged the country with fire and 
sword. Llywelyn met him witha 
strong force, was defeated, and 
‘nine thousand of his men were 
computed to have been slain and 
made prisoners.” After a time King 
Henry himself advanced in force 
apon Wales, and, as usual in such 
cases, the Welsh Chief, unable to 
resist the weivzht of Englund. sub- 
mitted, took oaths, bound himself 
to make compensation, and gave 
surctics therc-tor. 


Llywelyn ap Torwerth against 
King Henry; Sighting and 
Terms of Peace. (1228.) 


A contemporary chronicler de- 
s-ribes another atluir between Liy- 
welyn and Henry, some five years 
later, In the month of Augus,? 
the kmivhts and seidiers of the 
castle of Montgomery sached forth, 
with the inhabitants of che district, 
to widen and make «anter a mad 
near the castle where the Welsh 
banditti often nebbed and manlerud 
trnvellers. While at werk cutting 
down treea and shrabs, the Welsh 
attacked them in grat foree, com. 
yelled them to retreat to the castle, 
nod then laid au we to it The 
King of England, who was in these 
parts, marched to the help of the 
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garrison, relieved it, and barnt 
down the wood which gave shelter 
to banditti, though it was very 
large and difficult to destroy on 
accuunt of the thick growth of 
trees. Moreover, the King burnt 
down the Abbey of White Monka, 
in the neighboanng vale of Keri, 
because it was reputed a rveptacle 
for the plander taken by the Welsh; 
and, the situation being strong, 
Hubert de Hurxo, Justiciary of 
England, ordered, with the King's 
consent, a castle to be there buiit. 
Bat while this was du:ng the Welsh 
made continual attack«, and many 
were slain on both sides; and the 
noble Wilham de Braose- son of 
Reyinald, son of the former Wil- 
ham (7 )—when ona foraging expe 
dition, was made pmeoner by the 
Welsh.

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Closely connected with the in- 
sarrectionary movement, although 
not actually among ita promoters, 
were the Mayors and adjoints of tho 
city. They had been elected by ani- 
versal su ata time when tho 
majority of the Paris electors were 
certainly far from ‘reactionary.’ On 
the fall of the Versailles Government 
in Paris they represented, as they 
claimed to do, the only legitimate 
authority in the city. Had the Re. 
volution taken a different course— 
had the Central Committee deigned 
to listen to their counsola, and mo- 
derate in accordanco with them its 
extra ces— they must have 
joined the insurrection or abjured 
the creed on tho strength of which 
they had been elected. On the other 
hand, had tho Assembly conde. 
scended to grant to Paris the ma- 
nicipal rights which the Mayors 
considered her entitled to, they 
must havo thrown their whole 
weight into the acale opposed to 
the Communists, But their persis.

all convement opportunities and in 
ho measured tones. Tho Commane

It has pat to 
itself and answered the question in 
the most explicit terms. The J. ur. 
nal Officiel (of Paria) contained, on 
April z0, a document worthy of the 
most carefal perusal. It appears in 
the form of a declaration to the 
French people, and explains fully 
enough the main principles and the 
chief objecta which animated the 
men of the Commune. Without 
bestowing on this address the ecsta- 
tic eulogies to which certain Uto- 
pian philosophers have deemed it 
entitled, we may credit it as being 
a straightforward, manly, and not 
altogether unpractical erpoe of the 
ideas of modern Communists. We 
qaote the most important 4. 
‘Itis the duty of the Commune 
to confirm and determine the aspira- 
tions and wishes of the people of 
Paris; to explain, in its true cha. 
racter, the movement of March 18 
— a movement which has been up to 
this time misunderstood, omieeon. 
strucd, and calumniated by the poh. 
ticians at Versailles. Once more 
Paria labours and saffers for the 
whole of France, for whom she is 
preparing, by her battles and her 
devoted ancrifices, an intellectual, 
moral, aiministrative, and economic 
reveneration, an era of glory and 
prospernty. 

‘What does she demand ? 

‘The reeognition and consol: is. 
tion of the Republic aa the only form

There 
is another word which 
accurately the aspirations of the 
men of the Commune, and illus- 
trates the object at which they were 
aiming. It is an English word, 
much coveted by French orators 
and writers — sel f-gore runienl — a 
word that exists not in their lan- 
guage, an institution which seems 
to be practically incompatible with 
the national character ; the abortive 
attempts to establish which for 
the last eighty years have plunged 
France again and again into anarchy 
aud distress. 

The Commune, once born, pr- 


ceeded without delay to divest, 


iteelf, in a great measure, of all 
active initiative duties and powers, 
reserving only its supenntendence 
over the measures taken by ita 
committees and delegates. The 
power of onginating mensares 
seems at first to have been vested 
in an executive committees, upon 
which the most conspicuous names 
are Pyat and Delescluze. Over this 
body as well as over the generals 
of the army the Commune was

White these rapid 
changes were being effected in the 
important barveu of the War Deo. 
partment, other Delegates were car- 
rying on their duties, if not to the 
satisfaction of the public, at Jeast 
without any very flagrant acta. of 
folly or incompetency. It in tee 
carly at present to cmticise the nc ta 
of internal admincstration which 
they carned ont during their stay in 
office.
